Grant funds are available bi-annually with awards ranging from $500 to 

$5,000. These funds are matched dollar for dollar by the organization using a 

combination of

• Cash 

• In-kind contributions

• Volunteer labor 



Grant Deadlines

Applications are accepted on a year-round basis. There are two grant 

cycle: Spring and Fall. 

Upcoming deadline:

Applications received on or before September 25, 2020 will be reviewed 

for funding recommendations in the fall cycle (Grant Term: January 1, 

2021 – December 31, 2021).
